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PHILATELIC COPYRIGHTS. 


An article on this subject which appeared in the Collector some time ago 
seems to have met with special favor with some of our friends across the At- 
lantic. The following is clipped from the Monthly Post and Stump World, ot 
40 Brechnock Road, N, London, England: 

“Entirely fresh ground is broken by J. Deveraux Kirke in his able article 
in the Collector. We recommend all readers of this paper to endeavor to geta, 
copy of this, but for those who do not we will attempt a brief review.” 

“Most publishers, says Mr, Kirke, consider the copyrighting of their publi- 
cations wholly unnecessary. It has long seemed toe me that publishers were 
making a sad mistake in failing to copyright their papers. The exclusive 
privilege of publishing a valuable article is not to be under valued by an ecti- 
tor in these days when essays of real philatelic worth are few and far between.” 

The sourd common-sense of such remarks as these will be at once apparent 
to every thinking reader. Further on we notice the following: 

“The subscription rates cf most philatelie publications are so very low that 
the real philatelic enthusiast can, and does, subscribe to almost all stamp pa- 
pers pubtished in the English language. Ibis evident, therefore, that when 
a good article appears in sonie current journal and is Immediately copied by 
half 2 dozen contemporaries the dispust of the reader who flnds the same hack- 
neyed essay slaring him in the face again and again, will be no trival matter.” 

Perhaps this statement may be a little overdrawn, but there is much trath 
in it nevertheless. Myr. Kirke, however, admits that there are instances in 
which the reprining of a contemporary’s article is justifiable. 

He says one of the chief objects of the press is to warn colleclors against 
swindles which are constantly cropping up everywhere. Everyday some new 
scheme to defraud philatelists is discovered, and it is the privilege and duty af 
the press lo spread information in regard to the doings of the philateli« para- 
sites as widely as possible, 

In summing up his subject, Mr. Kirke brings forward his remedy for improve- 
ment in tne present state of affairs, namely, against literary pirates, copyright 
is the only adequate protection. 

The matter is certainly not without some imrportance and we have no doubt, 
that having once heen started, it will receive further attention in philatelic 
circies on bath sides of the Atlantic. 

Jndging from the above it looks as if one journal is already in favor of it, 
and | believe many more will follow suit, since a paper like the Monthly Post 
and Stamp World thinks well of it. J believe there is one philatelic journal 
that bas all articles copyrighted, and that is the Philatelic Chronicle and Ad- 
vertiser. Il seems odd that some American journals did not have something 
to say about it when the article first appeared in the Collector. It is certain - 
ly true that it would be an advantage to our leading journals and would be # 
sure cure for this copying business. Who will be the first? So let it be.
